“The embargo on arms and im- 
plements of war is the major 
point of conflict in Congress and 
in all discussion of our neutrality 
legislation today.” So said Profes. 
sor Rupert Emerson of Harvard 
University in his talk on American 
neutrality at a luncheon meeting 
held by the Andover League of 
Women Voters on ‘Monday, 


“There is general agreement,” 
Professor Emerson said, “that the 
United Sittates should adopt the 
cash and carry policy in trade 
with the belligerents, that is, that 
goods sold should be paid for be- 
fore they leave this country, and 
should be carried away in ships 
belonging to the purchaser. This 
cash and carry policy is a_pro- 
vision of the bill now before Con- 
gress, and it was originally a part 
of the Neutrality Law of 1937. 
Other provisions common to both 
bills forbid American citizens to 
travel in belligerent areas or on 
belligerent ships, and forbid loans 
or credits to belligerent countries. 
The new bill, however, carries a 
provision for 90-day credits to be 
offered to belligerents on goods 
bought here,

After outlining the arguments 
for and against the arms embargo, 
Professor Emerson discussed the 
probable effects of lifting it. He 
pointed out that it would not add 
to the volume or value of Ameri- 
can business as much as is gener- 
ally supposed, since business is al- 
ready showing a great increase 
through trade with England and 
France even under the embargo, 
and since the major part of our 
trade with these countries in war 
time is in other goods than muni- 
tions, which account for only 10 
or 12 per cent of the total trade. 
The effect on the Allies would be 
an immediate ability to buy air- 
planes in this country. “Airplanes 
are the vital need of England and 
France at this itime,”’ he stated, 
“for ‘their own munitions indus. 
tries are able to supply them 
With other arms at a _ sufficient 
rate to keep up with German pro- 
duction,”
